Sweet Sensations

Imagine the following: For 
several days you've felt abso- 
lutely horrible, You've been 
eating the same, but steadily 
losing weight. You constantly 
feel weak and have to urinate 
more frequently than usual. No 
matter how much you drink, 
your thirst is never relieved 
and you feel so tired. Your eyes 
play tricks on you and your 
vision is blurry at times. Your 
breath has a fruity, sweet odor 
to it. You decide to visit a doc- 
tor and after he runs several 
tests on you, he determines 
that you have developed a dis- 
ease called diabetes. 

No one would be thrilled to 
hear that diagnosis, but it is 
yours and how would you han- 
dle it? What lifestyle changes 


would you and your family 
have to make? Could you 
adjust to a drastic diet change 
for the rest of your life? Ignor- 
ing diabetes will NOT make it 
go away! 

This is a serious, chronic, 
sometimes debilitating disease 
that requires a dedicated com- 
mitment on yqur part. It 
involves taking medication 
(either by injection or by 
mouth), a specified, calorie-reg- 
ulated diet, and an exercise 
regimen adherence for the rest 
of your life. 

Newly diagnosed diabetics 
are literally bombarded with 
information by their health- 
care providers in an attempt to 
educate.them about the seri- 
ousness of their illness. Howev- 
er, sometimes all the informa- 
tion can be so overwhelming 
that the new diabetics feel that 
they will never be able to know 
all they will need to know 
about their disease. 

One way to overcome this is 
to focus on one area of knowl- 
edge at a time, until they are 
comfortable with their level of 
understanding. Medical jargon 
car be confusing for the "lay" 
person and literally sound like 
a foreign language. Group

aiding:people to understand 
and copë with their new iil- 
ness. 

If the diabetic is not totally 
committed to managing his or 
her illness, then complications 
are bound to occur. 

These can include a deterio- 
ration of the retina in the eyes, 
kidney disease leading to kid- 
ney failure, high blood pres- 
sure, stroke, heart disease and 
peripheral vascular disease (a 
lack of proper circulation to the 
feet and legs) which can lead to 
gangrene and possible amputa- 
tion of a limb,

Is global warming to blame for this crazy weather? 


By Mike Lyons 

Was Andrew a freak storm or. 
a preview of things to come? It 
was a question I heard often in 
the fall of 1992, Everyone 
wanted to know if another 
storm like. Andrew was possi- 


ble. 
The answer I gave ae 


because Andrew was a "hun- 
dred-year storm" -- a hurricane 
so ferocious it could only devel- 
op once a century. 

Guess what? Mother nature 
has been,shooting holes in that 
theory. 

Last year, two “huhdred- -year 
storms" developed in the Pacif- 
ic’ with one threatening 
Hawaii. This year, the tropics 
have gone bonkers - 17 storms 
and 10 hurricanes. Half of this 
year's hurricanes were classi- 


fied as major storms with two, 
Luis and Opal, reaching cate- 
gory four strength, 

Adam Markham thinks he 
knows why these relatively 
rare storms have become so 
common. He says the reason is 
the greenhouse effect. 

Climate scientists have been 
saying for years that our world 
is getting warmer. This global 
warming is created when car- 
bon dioxide and methane are 
trapped in the atmosphere - 
the greenhouse effect. 

"Some scientists believe that 
this year's increase in intense 
hurricanes may be among the 
first signs that climate change 
is altering weather patterns,” 
said Mr. Markham. "This (the 
1995 hurricane season) is a 
taste of what would come.". 

One predicted consequence of 
global warming is an increase 
in ‘severe storms, A category 
three hurricane, for example, 
could blow up into a category 
five. But, is global warming 
responsible for this year's 
sypercharged hurricane sea- 
son? 

"I don't believe this hurri- 
cane season is a result óf any- 
thing to do with global warm-

ing,” said William Gray, profes- 
sor of atmospheric science at 
Colorado State University. 
Gray says the increase in hur- 
ricanes is due to a natural 
cycle following a 25 year lull in 
major storms. 

Professor Gray says there 
are two reasons for the busy 
tropics: heavy rains have 
returned to the hurricane 
breeding grounds of West 
Africa and the warming of the 
Pacific water, called El Nino, 
has disappeared. During peri- 
ods of El-Nino, tropical activity 
decreases. Global warming is 
not responsible, says Professor 
Gray. 

Yet, new studies of weather 
trends in the United States, 
China, Australia and the for- 
mer Soviet Union have turned 
up more’ evidence that the 
world is getting warmer. One 
study concluded that the 
greenhouse effect has 
increased the incidence of 
heavy rainstorms in the Unit- 
ed States. 

“This is the kind of change i in 
hurricane frequency that scien- 
tists expect-would occur a8 a 
result of climactic change," 
said Mr. Markham. To prove 


his point, Mr. Markham says 
look at the number of hurri- 
canes.-that, ravaged. the 
Caribbean this year. 

"A big storm would be 
expected ‘to hit the same place 
perhaps once a century," said 
Mr. Markham. ‘There weré 
minuscule odds of a tiny island 
like St. John receiving two 
direct hits by storms that pow- 
erful." 

St. John was struck by Hur- 
ricane Luis in early September 
and then again by Marilyn a 
few weeks later. 

And; there's more bad news, 
If global. warming is responsi- 
ble for this wild season, Mr. 
Markham thinks next year 
could be worse. "I ‘wouldn't 
want to be buying property on 
a coastal area in a storm zone," 
he said. 

The greenhouse effect or a 
natural cycle- whatever the 
reason for*this year's increase 
in storms, Adam Markham and 
Bill Gray do agree on one 
thing. Hurricanes, especially 
big hurricanes, won't be going 
away anytime soon,

Glades Day hasn't, won a state championship since 1986, but few schools can brag about having 
won it as many times as the Gators, They brought home the state trophy three times, in 1980, ‘82 
and '86. They have been to state nine times since 1980. The Gators went to the state playoffs two 
years ago and suffered a defeat to Graceville. 

The boys haven't lost a game yet this year, and they have been training hard, says Coach Perez. 
They must still win the district games against King’s Academy, West Minister, and Moore Haven to 
have a shot at the brass ring. 

Coach Perez says.this year's team has a lot going for it. "This is a team effort more than any other 
team I've coached," he said. 

This has got to be confusing to the opposition, who expects to f 
they find the diversity these boys show hard to figure out. 

"It does. It confuses the other team. They can't key in on any one person, 
this team relies on great defense," he adds. 

Coach Perez has been coaching football for 21 years at Glades Day. This is his fourth year as head 
football coach at the school. He says some things are different from his early.days of coaching. "You 
can not be as hard on the kids now as back then," he noted. "They also need more explanation as to 
the 'whys”, he says. 

Admitting that the years have mellowed him, somewhat, he says, "I'm more laid back than I used 
to be. We used to think it makes players tougher if they could do without water for a long time.” 

Hard work and concentrating on weight training is what will make this a winning team, according 
to Coach Perez, who adds that his strategy to having a winning team is tq,"trust the players.”

Schlecter, who played at Carson-Newman; Jeff Parson, University of Utah; Philip Echols, University 
of Utah; Jason .Tucker, Marysville College; Graham Chancey, Tusculum College; Tommy Swager, 
Marysville College; Richard Sheilly, Tuff College; Toby Vanscoy, Cal.
